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Poison Air Now Added to Horrors of W ar in Atomic Aqe

W ASHINGTO N , May 21— (ZP)—The deadly potentialities of a 
radioactive cloud weapon are complicating plans for hiding men 
and machines underground in event of atomic age warfare. 
But the problem of sealing off subterranean sites against pois­ 
oned air is under study in the current unofficial service publica­ 
tion Armored Cavalry Journal said today. 
The article was written before plane maker Glenn L. M ar­ 
tin’s disclosure last week of experiments by the army and navy to 
create radioactive clouds. These clouds, covering a mile-square 
area, could be formed by a burst of radioactive matter released 


from an airplane. 
Martin’s disclosure was made before a congressional commit­ 
tee, and he declined to go into detail on the method. 
It was recalled several possible methods for spreading radio­ 
active death have been suggested unofficially, including the re­ 
lease of dust or oil spray impregnated with radioactiv ity. 
The advantage of this method over ordinary contamination 
of objects, where the poison is transferred to the human by skin 
contact, is that inhalation of poisoned air presumably produces a 
much faster and more complete poisoning And, because it is air­ 


borne, it seeps through the chinks of ordinary armor set up to pro­ 
tect against mere blast and heat. 
The armed forces have been aware of the menace of radio­ 
active air since las? summer's Bikini atom bomb experiments I* was 
discovered there that even the use of a welder’s torch or a grind­ 
ing wheel would release into the air radioactivity which had adher­ 
ed to solid objects such as warship fittings. 
In a discussion of the feasibility and possible methods of put­ 
ting vital industries underground to protect them from air attack, 
the Armored Cavalry Journal said: 


“ Ventilation systems (for underground sites) now used could 
be vulnerable points in the impregnability of mother earth. Radio­ 
activity might be able to transverse this system as could chemical 
weapons. 


“ However, proper plating could protect such a facility from 
radioactivity and sealing up ventilation systems and using emer­ 
gency oxygen during attack periods, with the aid of proper de­ 
contamination systems could negate the effects of such attacks 
upon underground facilities,”
